TROOPS FILLED HAVANA, 


Extraordinary Precautions Tuken by 
Marshal Blanco. 


HAVANA, Jan. #.—Although the rioting 
was practically over on Friday night, troops 
continued to pour into the city up to Sun- 
day. Gen. Bernal arrived from Pinar del 
Rio on that morning with a force estimated 
at 2000 men and bivouacked in the railroad 
yards in the Prado, where most of the forces 
still remain. 

About the same time a column of 100 
cavalry rode in and found quarters in the 
Cuartel de la Fuerza. In Cuba street, on 
the aritllery wharf, batteries of field artil- 
lery were planted in position to rake Cuba 
and Chacon streets, all public bu‘idings 
along the harbor front from the Plaza de 
Armas to the Punta were crammed with 
troops, and large bodies of cavalry and in- 
fantry were held in reserve in the streets 
adjacent to Central Park. It is estimated 
that fully 12,000 troops were in the city, in 
addition to the regular garrison. 

There was much speculation as to the 
cause of such extraordinary precautions, in 
v_ew of the fact that the city was apparent- 
ly tranquil. The usual parade of the volun- 
teer palace guards on the Prado was per- 
mitted, but a cordon of regulars massed 
the crowd at a distance, permitting no one 
to approach the volunteers or to cross the 
park. After the yolunteers marched to the 
palace all restrictions were removed, but 
the cavalry remained in the front of the 
Hotel Ingletera until the next morning. 
During the nght one or two small dis- 
turbances occurred, and a few shots were 
fired, but no one was hurt. A few bat- 
talions of troops returned to their stations 
in the field Monday morning, evidently on 
the strength Of rumors that the insurgents 
are about to take advantage of their ab- 
sence to assume the offensive, although a 
large number of troops st_ll remain. hey 
are kept closely confined to their quarters. 
The artillery was remcoQ@‘d from the streets 
on Monday and the city resumed its wonted 
aspect, An explanation offered for the con- 
centration of troops far in excess of the ap- 
pores aparity of the situation is that Gen. 
3lanco has determined to mobilize one- 
quarter of the volunteer force and send it 
into the fleld on active duty. If he ever had 
such an idea he has apparently abandoned 
it. A much more probable solution is of-

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AMERICAN SUPERIORITY. 


Consul-General Mason at Frankfort, Germany, 
‘is a most indiscreet officer of the McKinley Ad- 
3 minsistration. 

Mr. Mason embodies in his report on wages 
some interesting facts, showing that American 
labor is the cheapest in the world. He quotes a 
British expert’s conclusion that the labor cost 
of a ton of steel billets or rails is in the United 
States from 25 to 35 per cent less ‘than in Great 
Britain, although the wages of American steel- 
workers are higher than those of British work- 
men. - 

A German expert, quoted by Mr. Mason, says 
that his investigation shows that whereas in 
American shoe factories the average wage is $15 
@ week as compared with an average in Ger- 
many of $3.80, yet the labor cost of American 
machine-made shoes is 40 cents, as compared with 
58 cents for the same article in Germany. Thus 
the wages in the United States are four times as 
large and the labor cost is one-third less. 

This vast superiority of American labor is due 
to improved machinery and the intelligence and 
energy of the workmen combined with intelligent 
direction. Part of the advantage of the Amer- 
ican manufacturers is charged to cheap and 
rapid transportation. 

It is thus shown that American manufacturers 
' pay less for their labor in proportion to its earn- 
ing capacity than do European manufacturers. 
From this standpoint, which is the only true 
test, American labor is paid less than laborers 
in Europe. The American manufacturer can 
underbid the European manufacturer and is do- 
ing it wherever he is permitted to compete. The 
European has more to fear from the cheap labor 
of the United States than the American work- 
man has to fear from the so-called pauper labor 
of Europe. 

Consul-General Mason has knocked the pins 
from the protective tariff argument.

Evefy year the local service gives 
increased profits, a part of which should be ex- 
pended in the improvement of the service, but 
all of which is grabbed up by the department 
and used for the benefit of others. 

A reduction in the mail facilities of any city 
is bad policy, but a reduction in the St. Louis 
mail facilities and our overworked carriers is a 
special gross injustice. The people of St. Louis 
should protest vigorously against the outrage. 
Congress should be urged to do justice in this 
matter by promptly meeting the emergency with 
an appropriation.

Sec. 3. Any person who sball during the pro- 
gress of any performance, or during the rendi- 
tion of any programme upon the stage or plat- 
form of any theater, wear any hat or bonnet, 
contrary to section 1 thereof, shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than $3 nor more than $5 
for every such offense. 

Sec. 4. No person violating such ordinance 
shall be arrested during the performance or dis- 
turbed by a policeman, but such person may 
be ejected by the manager of the house. But 
any officer who witnesses a violation of the 
ordinance shall arrest the offender when he or 
she is leaving the house, 

Sec. 5. When any’ person is so arrested it 
shall be at -his or her option to deposit $5 with 
the officer, take his receipt. and he shall de- 
posit the receipt in twenty-four hours with the 
clerk of the nearest police court, who shall 
issue duplicate receipts, one of which shall be 
sent to the person making the deposit with the 
arresting officer. 

Section 6 provides a police court trial as 
in other cases, 

Section 8 declares that any manager of a 
licensed theater who violates section 2 
shall be fined not less than $10 nor more 


than $25.

€ writes that he thinks it would be a 
great oversight to allow so historic a build- 
ing to go to destruction through exposure 
to the elements.

I would undertake,” he writes, “to pur- 
chase the Capitol, rehabilitate it so far as 
could be done without destroying its orig- 
inal characteristics, and then donate it to 
the association. I would move it to, say, 
Alvin, which is easy of access from all 
points, and through which many people 
are constantly passing, and that I would 
erect it there upon a block of land which 

own, and would then give the entire prop- 
erty, block and building, to this associa- 
tion, probably arranging to have the plot 
of ground put in attractive shape, so that 
both building and the land on which it 
stood would constitute an attractive mon- 
ument.

A FIGHT WITH MORPHINE, 


Dr. S. C. Berry Believes He Can Con- 
quer the Habit That Binds Him. 


Dr. S. C. Berry of Bridgeton, Mo., 54 years 
old, has been a victim of the morphine 
habit for 20 years. He has now determined 
to fight against the drug and is at the City 
Hospital for treatment, 

One misstep, when he was an inexper!l- 


enced young doctor, cost two lives, broke 
up a home and made of him a morphine 
fiend. This is his story and the sequel is 
that he resorted to the drug to drive away 
remoreée. Once started, he could not stop, 
and he added the whisky habit to the other. 

“I began with moderate doses,” says Dr. 
Berry, ‘‘but soon increased them until] I 
got to taking half a bottle a day. I have 
neither increased nor diminished this quan- 
tity for the last eight years. A bottle lasts 
me two days, no longer. Twelve years ago 
I began drinking a pint of whisky a day. I 
have not increased or diminished that quan- 
tity, and have never been drunk. 

“Eight years ago I quit morphine for three 
weeks, A severe hemorrhage from the 
stomach followed and I suffered such pains 
that 1 was forced to return to the drug. 

‘“‘Now I want to be a free man again, and 
I believe under medical treatment I can 
conquer the habit. If I do 1 will never re- 
turn to it.’’

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BAUER SEEKS DEATH 


CHILD SAYS THAT WILL 
OOMMIT SUICIDE. 


STORY TOLD BY THE MOTHER. 


She Says They Were Married in Ba- 
varia and Refuses to Tell the 
Little One’s Name. 


August Bauer, charged with burning 
alive the 65-year-old daughter of the woman 
who is known as his wife, says he will 
never live to stand trial for the crime. He 
declares he is only awaiting an opportunity 
to commit auicide. 

Capt. O’Malley of the Central Police Sta- 
tiom has ordered extra precaution to see 
that no opportunity is allowed the frantic 
prisoner to gestroy his life. 

While Bauer raves like a madman in the 
holdover, his reputed wife, the mother of 
the child who was burned, tosses wildly on 
a bed in St. Mary’s Infirmary, Fifteenth 


and Papin streets. She was taken there 
immediately after the inquest Wednesday. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch ca led 
at the infirma Thursday. he young 
mother was half asleep. The = upturned 
face was pretty in its girlishness. When 
an attendant spoke to her she was startled. 
To questions she replied: 

“IT love August better than my own life 
and I loved my darling baby, Annie. 
have loved August since I wag a little girl 
and he was a littl boy. We always ex- 
pected to marry. 

“But when 1 was 16 years old we had 
aquarrel. Fora while we fancied we were 
estranged. <A new light crept into my life. 
I — tempted. I tried to make myself be- 

I did not care for August. Annie, 
born. I will not tell her 


“When trouble came I realized I could not 
suppress the passionate love I felt for 
August. In his goodness he took me back 

im. Four years ago we werd married 
in Bavaria. Tw ears ago we came to 
America, to Philadeiphia. We had money 
and fine clothing then. A year ago I went 
back to Bavaria and got little Annie from 
my parents, where we had left her. Last 
May I returned to Philadelphia. Last August 
we came to St. Louis. Nearly ail of our 
money had been spent. August could not 
find employment here. He was despondent. 
Day by ony our little store of money grew 
smaller. n November we moved into the 
room on Chouteau avenue where my little 
girl was burned to death. To add to our 
troubles I was taken sick a week ago. 

“Do I believe August is guilty? No, never. 
I know he is innocent. JI will cling to him 
as long as there is life in me, and when he 
dies I want to die, too. The story that we 
are not married is false. I am his wife. 
We came to America to begin life anew. 
But everything is so strange over here; we 
could not get a etart. O, how I would ‘like 
to be back home.’ 

The pretty young woman upon whom 
such grief has descended has a sweet, 
gentle voice. Her rosebud lips part in 
shapely beauty, revealing even rows of 

early teeth. There is lsomething in- 

So nsely dramatic in her manner. 
The Sisters in charge of St. Mary’s In- 
firmary are especially kind to the frantio 
mother. She is constatly watched and has 
the best of attention. To these noble wom- 
en fell the ordeal of telling Mrs. Bauer of 
little Annie’s death. ‘They broke the awful 
news gradually and gently. 

Out in potter’s fleld Thursda 
a shallow grave was dug. gruesome 
dead wagon dashed along. A tiny cheap 
box—an excuse for a coffin—was lifted from 
the wagon. The charred remains of a once 
bright little girl were thrust into the grave. 
That was the last of little ‘Annie Bauer,” 
the only name the poor child ever knew.
